.TJicmiver, May 11. — A iiiectiiiK' was 
lii'kl in tlie city hall to-niKlit.in the iii- 
lerest of the "Provincial Pari v." 
-Messrs. SeniUn, Fcrster and Alex. lieu- 
derson, who were expected to spcaki did 
not turn up. F. Curter-Cotton and Thos. 
Kidtl were the principal spenKers, The 
audionco was <!ompo6cd of followers of 
all parties in the field and were not at 
all enthusiastic, but were very orderly. 
-Mr. Cotton said Mr. Martin had ndonted 
the Somliii govornment pliitforni, -^iliglub' 
altered it nnd inserted one plank. To 
build tho Y. V. & E. Ity. would reriuire a 
sum of money wliicli would starve ono 
.sL'ctiou of the provinco for the benefit of 
anotlier. Ho spoke at length oii the 
Crow's Nest land grant, in an attempt

Point Grey pres(U-ve and Deadninn'.s 
Island, which I'nily lu'Ion^' to tile jirov 
ince. Ho denied jiartin's slaleineiit that 
no royalty could ho eollect(!d on the 
Crow's Nost coal. A royalty was now 
coiloi'ted of D cents u ton. lie defended 
the Semlin goycrumont from the charge 
of favoritiem-'to the. O. P., 'R., ^ and rend 
a letter, written by <himsclf to the 0. P. 
It. insidting upon the immediate payment 
of Orow's Nest. timber royalties. He 
wound up Ills speech by referring nt 
length to the record of the Semlin gov- 
ernment, which ho said had obtained the 
most favorable loan in England ever so- 
curod by British Columbia. •

were: Corbett, 182 Itw.; Jeitrles. -'00. 
Jeffries entered the ring nt 10:20 p.m., 
and was followed a minute later by Cor- 
bett. The men .shook hand« and at 
10:.'il were in readiness for the contest 
to begin. 

THE FIGHT. 

Hound 1. — .Vtter light sparring aud a 
clinch Corbett got the lirtst blow on the 
cheek with left; Corbett breaks and lands 
left on ear; .leffries counters heav.v on 
chest; Corbett lands on neck; , leffries 
chates Corbi'tt to ropes; thoy clinch on 
breakaway; Corbett land.-, lert on jaw. 

Itound 2. — Opens with Corbett landing 
loft to head, and again JeHrie*) nearly 
knocks Corbett through the ropes with 
a loft hook. Jeffries lands light left, 
nnd Corbett counters on ear; Joffrieti 
lands lightly on arm; Corbett counters 
on the jaw with left, and does it again;

Taungs Occupied and Burgher^ 
Admit Defeat— rheir Gen- 
eral Killed. 



London, May 12,— (4:30 a.m.)— A Brit- 
ish column 300 strong has arrived nt 
Vryhurg, 100 miles from Mafoking. It 

reached there '.niiirsday and though liar- 
ii.-^ed by tlie Boers, is pushing swiftly 
forward. I'orty miles south of there at 
Taungs, is Gen. Hunter's main body, 
moving slowly and coutending with con- 
siderable forces. The pick of his mount- 
ed men are the 3,000 who are going with- 
out wheeled transports, and at a rate 
that may possibly bring them to Alafe- 
Uiiig on Monday or Tuesday next. Lord 
Itobert.s' mu-rative cloises with Thursday 
evening, but ho is continiiiug his march 
to-day towards Kroonst'.ld, 20 miles diw- 
t.iinr, and by this time to-morrow he must 
know whether the Boers intend to tight 
there. Mr. Winston Churchill says 
there were only 2,000 Boers who op- 
posed the British at Zand river. Another 
etitimate iii that G,000' Hoers with six 
giiiifi, made a rear guard, acting while 
many other thousands with convoy re- 
tired' without tiring a shot. 

London, May 12.--A cable from Pre- 
toria says: "It is nunounced that a Brit- 
ish force of 3,000 is advancing along the 
railway by forced marches, night aud 
day, and reached Vryburg yesterday. 

London, May 11. — 'The Lorenzo Mar- 
ques correspondent of the Daily Mail in 
a despatch dated Friday, 11th, says: 
The Boer papers report severe fighting 
on the -^vestcrn border. The facts are 
very much confused; probably by a de- 
sire to conceal the truth from the burgh- 
ers, but there is enough to show that the 
Boers admit a British occupation nt 
'.raungs. 

A siiecial despatch from Christiana 
(Transvaal), published Wednesday by 
the Standard aud Diggers News, says: 
"Six hundred British cavalry crossed 
the Yard Friday nt Kalnberg, about 18 
nilles below Fourteen Streams, and wciit 
to Taungs, followed by commandos. A 
second detachment of British crossed at 
the same 'place on Saturday. The Gri- 
qualanders., under Gen. Azwegen, after 
being reinforced repulsed the British and 
forced them in the direction of Taungs. ' 

"General Azwegoii was killed.' The 
other Boer casualties were seven wound- 
d.. The British loss 'was heavy, every- 
thing -was brought away from the laag- 
ers except a ieyf tents left; to attract the , 
Miemy's shells. Taungs was occupied .- 
by 500 Boers." ' >\ 

A telegram from. Pretoria dated Mon- 
day in the same paper records the Brit- 
ish seizure of Fourteen Streams Sun- 
day afternoon. It. says: 

The British force at Wilrnnd, was 
overrt'helming. Subsequently, the enemy 
moved their line toward our positions, 
bombarding them with such effect that 
the burghers were compelled to retire,, 
which they did in regular order.

London, May 11.— -Tho Daily Express 
in its .-iecond edition to-day pid>lishes a 
despatch, dated Uiet Spruit, Jlay 10, 
moruiug, describing tlie crossing of the 
Zand river by the British. It t^ays: 

"The rear guard of the Boers, with 
their guns, resisted the advance. The 
mounted infantry, two batteries and 
"pom-poniH" cleared the way and the 
third caf.ilry bri;,'ade was as a screen 
before the main column. Gen. French 
was on the left and 'JiMi. llaniiUon on 
tlio rij,'ht. The Boer.s had destroyed all 
the bridges during their' retreat. 

"It is impossible to ascertain the Hoer 
losses, hut tliey are thought to be heavy. 
Those of the British, considering the 
important advance made, are considered

\ despatch from Riet Spruit, ilated 
.May 10. (lescribiiij; more fully yester- 
ihiv's suc<'essfiil operations, says: 

"'(!cn. Hamilton's scouis had on two pre- 
vious iliivs luscertuined the Boor position 
and strength. On Wednesday night the 
Chiidiire regiment crossed the river, eii- 
trenchiMi themselves and pv<*p:>red to hold 
the pas.>iage for the regiments following 
them. At daybreak ou Thursday the 
main body; crossed at two or three points. 
Thc!m6llnted cavalry were then in action, 
driving off the advance Boors, propar- 
atorj- to a general forward movement. 

"The Boer right first gave way, but 
Tucker and Hamilton liad a tougher 
task on the left. The lioert^ hail six 
guns and served them well. working 
with great deteriiiinatinii, but the Brit- 
ish worked up closer and clot^er, their 
i;niis iiieantiiiie liring incessantly. 

"The Fast Lancashire and Sussex regi- 
mtiits, by 11 o'clock, had worked well 
to the frwnt. 'I'he order was given and 
like a Hash the two regiments sprang 
I'orwanl ciimultaueously, and. in a few 
miimeuts had secured two commanding 
ridges. 

"The advanced line was now within 
twelve hundred yards of the Boers' main 
trench, and the latter were already los- 
ni; heart from the demonstration on their 
Hank, lint they kept up a rapid, though 
wild tire. At this moment the final 
charge was ordered and away went the 
Lancashire and Sussex regiments again, 
but the Boers could not stand and they 
bolted, and the rout of the Boers along 
the whole line was then complete." 

The British loss was insignificant. Gen. 
Ilutton had a scries of artillery dueln, 
the Boers always retiring. Twenty Boers 
were taken prisoners.

Christanity and 

The Play. 



Sienkiewltz Great Novel Loses 
Impresslvness In Its Trans- 
fer to the Stage. 



Historic Character Types and 
Scenes Furnish Food for 
Instructive Study. 



The religioua melodrama, stngocraft's 
latest appeal to an inordinate appetite 
for novelty that luul become silted with 
farcial cometly as ■well as society play 
irivolitios, lias reached Victoria iu its 
meteoric but profitable course. '•The 
, Christian," "The Sign of the Cross," et 
al will make their appearance iu due 
time if the fad oiitlivcH its infancy, and 
it is the over-free dramatization of Ueu- 
dryk Sieukiewitz's "Quo Vadis" that is 
now present to ro-challonge consideration 
of the legitimacy of staging such sub- 
jects as should command uiost reverent 
contemplation, while pointing to the rich- 
ness of the held for dramatists to be 
found at Rome in its decadent days. 

Those who have read Sienkiowitz's 
great novel— great at all events in its 
word picturing, if of questionable value 
in historic accuracy— will realize at once 
, how ditllcult the tas x of the dramatist 
who ventures to adapt it to the limita- 
tions of the mimic stage. Nor can it 
be said that success has been achieved 
much further than >u emphasizing dra- 
matic inadcfiuaciea. Such festivals of 
horror as marked the days of Nero's 
reign of butchery must for the sake of 
art bo left for the imagination to picture; 
when paraded in the cheap trappings of 
the melodrama, they become hollow and 
jarring burlesque of the truly great. 

At the same time the majestic story of 
Christianity's puritication by the hery 
trials o£ Itomo seems cheapened and out 
of place, ill-chosen and depreciated as 
a theme of melodrama. 

Not that "Quo Yauis"— "whence goc^t 
thou" is the literal interpretation, al- 
though Manager Kiggs is authoruy for 
the explanation that it "means about live j 
liuiulred u weii protits"— does not poa- 1 
sess numy elements of worth, even as , 
now presented under all the diUiculties| 
of touring. It is fortunate in a setting 
of i.icturesciuo and historic value, the 
«cenery by Sosmun and Landis, and thei 
c(jstinmng by Uaggermau, admirably il- 1 
lusiratiiig lliO environment and voluptii- ; 
ons elegance of Nero's degenerate court. ; 

Nor are the words of the "playing ver- 1 
«ion lacking in courtliness and rythmic 
beaut V, while there runs through the 
play as though the novel, a thread of ^ 
epigrammatic phrasing that is pleasingly 
i-cininiscciit of the studied dignity "t 
speech in the centuries that are now ^ 
grown old. Tlier(> are, too, in the play; 
.'IS in the book, snatches of pen picturing 
that seize tlie imagination and totally i 
eclipse in efreetiveuess the eSorts of 
stage ,art catering to the eye. 

In the burning of Home, for example,! 
the audience sees the culmination of, 
stage ingenuity, but still is less impress- 1 
ed man (through the imagination) by. 
Tinicius' simple recital (jt the liorrors of 
Nero's world of butchery, debauchery 
iind inhuman brutality. 

"Only this morning," he relates, old 
Yitelius was nRsassinated Iiy this Nero s 
order, .and his poor slave accused of the 
crime. Four hundred then were butch- 
ered .before my very eyes. One poor boy 
■jit sight of the sword piercing his father's 

• heart sjirang forward with nn agonizing 
cry. The murderer seized the child anil 
Hung him to his knees, trembling and 
terrififd. The child began to crj'. The 
jisi-aK-in +;eized him by liis fair hair and 
his cruel sword he buried deep iu the in- 
norent Ifosoin. I saw the ifair hair, the 
still, white face, bed.iubed with blood, 
and Kickene*! at the sight. Such is Nero s 
world. But there is nnotlier -vrorld whose 
king is all merciful— whose love and pity 
rule the hearts of men. Searching for 
Lygia I wont,-i'/ith Chile to a Christian 

* meeting at Austrianeum. I did not find 
her there but this I sa.r and heard: 
Before me knelt a multit'ldc of people 
singing iin hymn that was a cry of yearn- 
ing love. Through the llicTiorin)^ light of 
the tordies I lieheld a venerable man 
standing with outstretched hands upon 
a rock. Voices whispered 'Peter! Peterl' 
lie spoke of an All-.nighty Father who 
,scnt iin earth his only Son to redeem 

' siiincM-s. lie repeated His words spoken 
from the cross on Calvary— 'Father, for- 
■' give them, for they know not what they 
,, do.' Noni' might doubt the tnitli— the 
sincerity of this old man who standing 
himself" at the pit of the grave, repeated 
'I saw.' Such is the Christiana' world." 

In tlie verbal description, too, of . the 
terrific scene In the arena wherein 
IJrsas the barbarian, to ' s*.re Lygia, 



breaks the neck of the bull to whose 
horns she has been bound, there is high- 
er art than attempted and tawdry pre- 
sentation, while the setting of the scene 
carries out the suggested story. 

As a reproduction of the troinondous 
drama of early Christian martyrdom, 
"Quo Vadis" must he said to fail in im- 
presslveness. At the same time the audi- 
ence follows with fascinated interest, the 
love of Vinicius for Lygia, nurtured to 
its perfection through stern and desper- 
ate crises. Strange to sny the central 
figures of Sienkiewitr's master creation 
are in the play subordinated in general 
interest by the masterful I'etronius 
(Lewis Sutherland) relying upon his in- 
dividual resource of bruin and diplomacy 
to curb the arch-coward's fiendislinoss, 
and melting only from the sternness of 
the statesman in the soft warmth of 
ICunice's (Julia Bennett's) all-mortal 
love. 

Of the Nero of V. L. Lovc^it is well 
studied and desirably repulsive, showing 
the Imperial fiend in all his cowardice, 
his egotism, his del).iuched lieavincss of 
mind and face. True, the kinglincss is 
missing altogether— but can the attribute 
bo granted to such an one as history pic- 
tures Nero? 

Ursus, the barbaric giant, fares indif- 
ferently at the hands of II. G. Forrest 
—he would be more cCfective far had na- 
ture not ungenerously added to his full 
pica bodv the accessory of, arms of non- 
pareil, 'i'he Roman sqldiery on the other 
hand are well-made men. i^nd bear their 
arms with ease. 

Of the subordinated characters Master 
Bernard gives a very natural child ns 
"Little Aulus," and Kose Stillman plays 
the Empress with due consideration for 
her weakness, her henrtlessness and her 
malignity. As Lygia and Vinicius re- 
spectively, Elizabeth Stewart and C. 11. 
Robertson are somewhat colorless and 
only automatically suniciont to the de- 
mands upon them. 

"Quo Vadis" will hold the boards both 
this afternoon and this evening, the com- 
pany being considerably augmented for 
the two performantes. While criticism 
lias an abundant liehl in both play and 
players, they are at least worthy of seri- 
ous study, and none who aim to be in 
touch with the most modern vagaries of 
the stage can/mias the opportunity to 
pass judgment upon "Quo Vndiis."

TUB WAR. 

We print to-day a sketch map of the 
country through which Gen. •Carrinytnn 
advancing, tosothor with a description 
of it. There is a line of railway, not 
.'shown on tliu iniip, oxtendins 30i:tli\v;inl 
from Biilawayo an far i\s Gwanda, ;ind 
Gwnnda is about 50 miles from Fort 
Tuli and tlie Limpopo river, which forms 
tbo northern boundary of the Transvaal. 
About 140 miles south of Fort Tull is 
the Boer town of Potrnsbur^', wliieli is 
till' toriniaus of a railway from I'retoria. 
This may be Carriaston's immediate ob- 
jective, the gcnerni plan being to invade 
the Transvaal siniultaneously or nearly 
f>o from tbe south, west and nortli. Rob- 
crLs is on tlio south, Hunter on the west 
and Carrington on the north. 

Tcsteribiy morning oar troops were at 
Venlersburg station and Ventcrsburg 
Crossroads. The latter i.s about 10 miles 
east of till? former. We mentioned tlie 
other diiy that the highway and the rail- 
way convorKeil an thoy approached 
Krooiistad. At Bloemfontein they were

Witli two such demonstrations 
right before their eyes, we feel justified 
in again appealing to the merchants of 
A'ictoria to emulate the example of their 
fellows in other cities and make a more 
liberal use of printer's ink. If it were 
not tlmt tlio Colonist is not in the free 
advertising, we should give a history 
liere of several business houses in Seat- 
tle that within a few years have built 
themselves up to eminence in their seve- 
ral lines by extensive use of the adver- 
tising columns of the city papers. >V 
know the answer that will be made. It 
is that there are more people in Seattle^ 
than here. This is ^ery true, but there 
are more business houses there than here. 
But it would not be necessary to con- 
fine our observations to Seattle. The 
same thing is true of long settleil Enst- 
orn towns and cities. Liberal and ju 
dicious advertising brings business. This 
has been so thoroughly demonstrated in 
Victoria that we look with confidence 
for II substantial increase in commercial 
advertising. There is nothing more cer- 
tain than tlmt it attractions are presented 
to the public in advertisemeuts and faith 
is kept with would-be purchasers as to 
price and quality, nothing so adds to 
business as newspaper advertising.

GOVERNMENT RAIL"WAYS. 

Let it be conceded that government 
<'onstniction and ownership of railways 
is very attractive in tlieory. There are 
many things attractive enough in theory 
which we have to do without in practice. 
The theory of the incidence of taxation, 
for example, is that it shall fall most 
heiivily upon those best able to pay; 
bill we l;now tliat in point of fact this 
- is never reached in practice. No one 
HayH on that account that we shall not 
levy taxes. So, though it is a pretty 
enough theory that the government 
should construct ami own the railways 
it is impracticable, but no one would siiy 
on that account that we should not have 
any railways,' 

But wo may be asked: "Why is it 
impracticable?'' The (luostion is reason 
able, for if government construction is 
(I'uite practicable, then we ought to adopt 
tlie principle, jirovided tliere are no other 
objections against it. We contend that 
it is impracticable because the needs of 
the- province are so great that it is out 
of tbo question for us to think of borrow- 
ing tlie necessary amount of money.

Emigration Laws Will Be En- 
forced to Check Exodus 
to Amtrlca. 



Wlllapa Completes Surprisingly 
Fast Passage— Shipping 
News of a Day, 



An entirely new solution of the Jnji- 
ancso immigration problem is suggested 
in advices brought by the N. P. steamer 
Sikh, these being quite in line with those 
referred to at the coming of the Dnlny 
VostoU. The >Tiipan Mail (Yokohama) 
and the Kobe Herald then were qtioted, 
as (uiite concurring in the nece-ssity and 
desirability of Canada adopting more 
effectual restrictive measures as applied 
to Asiatic immigration. Now the Kobe 
Chronicle is heard £Eom in on announce- 
ment that the people and government of 
Japan are detennlned upon action look- 
ing to the thorough enforcement of the 
laws limiting emigration from Japan to 
America. As a result the operations of 
the labor contractors in Japan have been 
abruiiily Husj>ended. and already the 
fiteam'ihip companies note a marked fall- 
ing oil in the Tolome :0f steerage tratllc. 
The Sikh had fewer. Japanese than any 
other Oriental arrivals in two months, 
and following ships arc said to bave also 
dropped a large part of their immigration 
business. To quote the Kobe Ohrbn- 
icle: "There arc now eight emigration 
companies doing business in Japan, and 
reaping a iarvest out of the business of 
Hhipplng JapS'to America. It is under- 
stood, howetpctj that the .government will 
Hh(,rtly overliaul the proceedings and 
general affairs of these companies in a 
thorough faSbion, nnd cmrti with no 
sparing hand the abuses that now pro- 
vail in the majority, if not ail, the com- 
panies." This action, the same paper 
.says, has been taken none too soon, for 
by misrepresentations tlie. .agents have 
been sonding thousands upon thousands 
to America, the eoiApanies making big 
divideiids as a 're'suit of the exodus 
ncross^thc Pacific. .Statistifs are, given 
to show that the Japanese now' fibrdiid 
from their native land number 72,000, 
nnd'cbupled with, tlie -figure? Is. tlie sig- 
nificant statement ihnt-'.''iiicluded in 
these nro 20,000 tnilitianien. who' have 
been smuggled into the Corean peninsula 
under the gni6e..of 'coolies."

An "^interestinfl Account of a 
Night With a British

THfe Tremendous Transportation

ai'hlB linterceting [ correspondence was 
sent ftom Bl(»mfonfeln: 'The news that 
raQwa;.'' cdifimnnlcation had been re-es- 
tabllBUed between ;thi8 capital and Cape 
Colony.'-wJte received on every himd %vitli 
profound satisfaction. After several 
weeks of life on the veldt, roinote from 
drilization so. far as the ordiimry uom- 
forts -of daily life are concerued, there 
was no sweeter mils le for im thiiu the 
shrill whistle of the locomotive as tbe 
lirst train steamed from here towards 
Bethulio. No more joyful tidings could 
have been anuouueed to the upleudid 
army now quurtered here, wliieh had 
been relying hitherto for bread and meat 
■upon the progress oC sluggish mules and 
oseu, travelling over rocky, sandy, 
treacherous roadt?, interspersed at fre- 
fjueiit intervals with great "sluits," or 
liieripilous (hps, extending sometimes to 
six lei't or inoie lu-lou" the level of the 
Ihiiniunhl'are. Tliere U an impression 
:inioM;;st some people thai a Uritish sol- 
dier i-aii i-arry enougli rations with him 
to lai-r for a" week, hut there is, unfor- 
tunatidy. no ground for the belief, des- 
pite the jierfeetioM which the art of coin- 
i)ressing noi;rislinient, both solid and H- 
ijuid, into iiiiuiinuiu of si)aee has rt- 
teiltlv atteiiied. 

K.MlOUf ilONCY K.V'l'IOXS. 

iMTi-y >o!di-r ir; eertaiuiy provided with 
a little" tin box containing an "emergency 
ration," whicli is intemUil to feed him in 
case of necessity -for a couple of days, 
but for the most part he niutit rely on 
the zeal o£ the army service cm-ps iu 
bringing all supplies to the front. IJuriiig 
the vletorioms mircU iii)oii Bloemfoulein 
We have had to rely, not npon swift spe- 
cial trains, but slow couvoyrt, for the 
transi>ort of our eatables fron; Modder 
rivervand Kimberley. In each case the 
distance 'is lese than 100 miles, but it is 
not too inucli to suy— so great are the 
difllciilties of the road— that every mile, 
Jiay, every yard in some cases, has only 
l)eeu couciuered after travail, pain, and 
.sacrifice oqniil aUnosl to anything endur- 
ed l>y the tighting lino. The olUcers and 
]uen of the Army Service Corps liave 
proved themselves heroes an worthy as 
lhase who hive been .'xposed to the shot 
■and 'lieli oi tlu- enemy, while they have 
lacked the excitement to valiant work 
■whicli llie battlclield itsi:!i' never faild to 
provide for British soldiers. 

My lirst experience of a convoy in the 
present war was gleaned a short tinm 
ago, when we left ^lollder river for I'aar- 
debevg, where tieneral Cronje was on 
the point of t^nrrenderiiig. We mustered 
upwards of fifty great himliering wagons, 
each carrying about slTcu thousand 
liouiids weight of goods, and drawn by 
thirty or nioro oxen. 1'lie good contiisted 
of coarse biscuits, of which a soldier (Ui 
full rations is allowed one i)Ound per Cu>.\, 
imtted beef, of which he may take one 
poiiiul in default of fresh meat, tea, cof- 
fee, rum, Uiue juice, preserved vogctubles, 
and HiedicU stores. A large quantity of 
"Mnconoehic's rations," a sortof preserv- 
ed meat and vegetables, which can be eith- 
er stewad,bolied or baked, according to the 
tioldlei^'s. ^fnncy, and which most of the 
'men 'esteem a delicacy when on active 
service, was also carried. 

Wo commenci'd the journey at dusk on 
account of the oxen, who sjioedily be- 
come fatigued by day, and we were es- 
<orted by several Ktroir? companies. Af- 
ter leaving Modder camp we crossed the 
river by inoaus of the e.tcellent pontoon 
bridge erected by the Itoyal Engineers, 
and on reaching the other side we Imd to 
ascend a steep hill, litered, liy boiildern 

THE KAFFIR l)UIVi:ilS 
are provided with huge baialiiii)s. twelve 
feet long, to which a great thong is at- 
tachtd, ami the crack of this forniidablo 
whip sounds exactly like the report of a 
Iiistol. It was to the acci)ini)aniiuent of 
a reguliir fusillade and much swearing, 
wluLh was fortunately in a native dia- 
lec-i. that we made the ascent, the first 
I'liir (if oxen attached to each of the 
wagons being led through the devioii.s 
pateii by a barefotted Kafllr. ,Vs so(jn 
as We eiiU'r;".'d on lo tlii' plain the pro- 
cession was reforuKMl, various sections 
of wagons being in charge of a mounted 
conductor — always a wlute nuui — who re- 
ceiviti from the governtnent a handsome 
salary for services which our soldiers are 
not educated to perform. He must ride 
up and down the caravan, giving orders 
in the KalHr or Dutch language to his 
.subordinates, and generally keeping the 
black men and their oxon thoroughly up 
to the work. The otllcials in charge of 
the entire business are members of the 
Army Service Corps, and most efllciently 
liave they performed their work in the 
present campaign so fur as the advance 
upon BIocmf6ntein is coin'erned. Doubt- 
less, they had not been reiniris in other 
(inarters, but 1 speak only of tbe work of 
•which I have myself been a witness. I 
am aware that on several occasions Lord 
Itoberts' men were short of food before 
thi'y set foot in the capital of the 
Orange Free State, but this defect wan 
dui' to the capture of a British couvi>y 
at Itiet river, when no fewi r than lillU 
wagons, containing raliouri for live days 
for -lO.OdO men, beramu Ilie tenipurary 
Unit tjf the Hoers. 1 say "ti'mp(n'ary" ad- 
visedly, because, since reaching this city, 
I limi that we have recovered a very 
large proportion of these .valuable sni>- 
lilies, I'lso ti,e books and ledgers which 
liad been lnnt. 

It was 

A I'larUItESQUE SPECTACLE 
to watch onr caravan threading its way 
over ilie iilaiii which exteinls from Mod- 
der river in the <lirectiou of .Tacolwdal, 
some miles beyond where our trooiw were 
for tlie moment stationed. The sun ^vas 
setting aniid a iirofnsion of ri<'hest color, 
gold and crimson, .such as one seldom nees 
in other climes. Later on, when night 
came, aiul the ciUtle were toiiing pain- 
fully along over rough ground, there was 
much thnnder and sheet-lightning, but, 
fortunately, no rain. After the heat 
the day. the air struck one as delightfullj- 
cool, albeit the temperature was Pjqbj 
ably II u high as that experienopd ;ln En'g^ 
land during average sununer weafherr 
Bvery,^now and then we .were compelled 
to .jiaiise; ..owing' to some accident'" to 
wa^n-.. br bk,''and neither' was of infr'e- 
q'uerit'i'joccnrence. during this partio'ii,ir 
jOTirh^ji la the former case tlie .lam- 
age was i)ron:pt!y made good, and In the 
latter the iininial was outspiumed and 
left to die on the route. So far as horses, 
mulcri, and o:cen are concena-d, the entire 
way between Modder river and Bloem- 
fontcin hnfi proved a veritable Calvary. 

In some countries natives direct their 
course across the desert by following the 
bleached hones of man and beast which 
murk the route; but in the pret^ent cise 
there will be no landmarks of that des- 
cription to nSHlBt the traveller. Truth 



to tell, the stench of the rotten cattle on 
either side has become appalling during 
our hot autumn, and the spectacle of 
birds of prey feasting upon the remains 
so revolting that Katllrs have been en- 
gaged for the puriHise of burying the un- 
fortunate animals. 

During four hours we i)lodded painfully 
along, with nothing to enliven the jotir- 
ney beyond thunder ami lightning, the 
flash of military searchlights proceeding 
from Kimberley and Modder. the crack- 
ing of the great whips, and the straining 
of the liuge -wagons. 

PLACID TOMMY AT]vI^'S. 

Ir was astouitihing to noto the ease and 
p';u id;tv with ivhich Tommy Atkins had 
adopleil himself to the this novel State ot 
travel. There he sat by the side of the 
dusky driver, sliirt-sleeves turned up, a 
pipe in hit; mouth, and a look of positive 
satisfaction upou his sunburnt face. I 
met scYeral men whose departure from 
London I had witnessed. They ■svere na 
longer spick and Span as regards uni- 
form, which W.IS much worn ami soiled, 
but in health they looked better, and in 
spirit they were not one whit less re- 
solute or brave. 

.Vfler four hours' work the convoy 
rested. The weary oxen were outsjian- 
ned. and the drivers, with their assi.u- 
ants, soon made themselves comfortable 
aiduad huge camp tires. For the cattle 
there was a little grass to eat, and for 
ihe nativi's I niiticeil the favorite dish 
was steak and onions. 

It would apiiear that these hl.'icks, who 
can thrive for <layi< on Indian corn and 
water, are no! averse at times from the 
luxuries of civilized diet, and on the 
pre.-ient occasion most of tlu'in fared bet- 
ter than our soldiers, who were content 
with a biscuit made of course meal and 
som.j liullv beef. 

CAiXNED .M1':AT I'ltEKEUUED. 

Fresh meat is often served out in camp, 
but being newly killed is generally so 
tough that Mr. Atkins prefers the tin- 
ned sort, which he cook« in a variety of 
tasty fashions by means of his mess tin, 
a convenient article, which serves alter- 
imtely the purposes of saucepan, frying- 
pan, and teapot. F^veu the worst bread, 
made under diUlculties by a regimental 
cook, is preferable to the army biscuit, 
seeing that the latter, although nouriKh- 
ing, phij^s havoc with the hardest gums. 
Apart from the goods brought to the 
troops by the Army Service Corps, it is 
impossible to deny that an enemy's coun- 
try offers various (jpporttiniries for re- 
plenishing the emiity larder. The Orange 
Free State, so far as we have made itK 
acfiuaintance, iti rather barren and deso- 
late, but there are, nevertheless, -well- 
stoek''d kitchen gardens and barns for 
lioultry. l!y some accideut or other 
choice vegetables ami plump birds find 
their way from the enemy's territory into 
the mess tents of olllcers and men. All 
thicj, however, was before we reached 
the sung capital of tbe Orange Free 
State. N'ow that we are removed fronr 
the wild veldt, army mortality has im- 
pr(jved, anil a soldier who hel[(eil himself 
to a chicl- ' the o her day was sentenced 
to lifty-tdglu days' imprisonment. A 
short lime before, when he was on the 
inarch from I'aardeberg, foi exainjile, he 
might have uuncxed a sheip or a horse 
with absolute impunity. 

The halt lasted four hours, and at 2 
o'clock, when most iieojile felt inclined 
to sleep for the remiiimiev of the night, 
we resumed oar tedious journey. .V couple 
of hours late, just before dawn, the tem- 
perature, as usual iu this country, de- 
clined mpidly, and men who had daspised 
even a waistcoat during the previous 
evening now wrapped themselves in 
blankets. Altogether we travelle<l 

15 JlIivES IN SEVEN HOCUS, 
and then we stopped for the day. lie- 
fore "going to bed," or, in other words, 
flinging oneself under u wagon without 
removing a single ganuent, the Army 
.Service people established what i.s called 
a "supply park." The wagons were 
drawn up in square, and bi-scuits and beef 
were dislribnteil amongst other vehicles 
drawn by miili.'S, wliirli, in their turn, 
continued the journey to llie lightinginen 
ahead, h'or a ilistanre of Ibiriy oi' furty 
miles the task of '.raiisporting pi'dvisiuiis 
over till- bail roads of this country has 
proved of insurperable <lilliciilty, but the 
liinch was felt later, when the convoy 
was in hourly danger of attack. 1 have 
travelled for long iieriods with the Army 
Service people, when Ihe eiieniy has been 
hovering all around most of the time, and 
the task of conducting lumbcu-ing wagons 
drawn by slow oxen, under such circum- 
stances, is enough to try the nerves ol 
the strongest. h'ortiinately, the Hoeis 
seldom, if ever, attack in the open, and 
this knowledge inspires oiur small escort 
with cotirage. It is only when pa'ssing 
by kopjes or very broken ground, afford- 
ing cover for the enemy, that they may 
be cxpipcted to take the initiative, and in 
a case like this experience has' shown 
that a small number of determined s(d- 
diers can hold many Boers In check until 
iissistanco arrives from the main body nf 
troops. And now — for a time, at least — 
we hope that the speedy locomotive will 
replace the .sluggish oxen, and that stores 
re(|iiired for an advance Uliiui Pretoria 
will be conveyed diri'i l from the colduy 
liy r:iil instead of b.v wagons over 
troublesonie roads. For the present, hap- 
idly, we have plenty of goo<ls, and I wm< 
told yesterday of valuabie wurebon<es 
uc ihe station. 



THE CANADIANS' BRIGADIER. 

How General Smith-Dorrieu Saved II:<- 
Life by Qnick Running. 

fji'iieral .Sniith-Ddricn, who is in com- 
niand of tbe brigade in which tin- Royal 
Canadian Regiment nf Infantry (the 
First Contingent) is included, is an oiil 
Harrow boj-, who has seen a gooil deal 
of military service. He is the brother of 
-Mr. T. A. Dorrieii-Smith, who is locally 
known as the "King of the Scilly Isles." 
'Tile (Ji iuM'al (in. e owed bis life to his 
running powers, making a most wonder- 
ful escape at the battle of Isandula. At 
that time Siiiiih-Dorrien was with an- 
other ollieer in command of the trans;i(iri: 
lii'irirlinent, and was not stipiiosed to be 
lighting. On the day of the battle, he 
went out inspi?cting thi- country alone, 
and hud gone several miles from the 
camp, when ho was suddenly set ujion 
by I body of Zulus. He set spurs to his 
horse and was soon galloping away, with 
the enemy after him. After riding some 
distance he came upon an olllcer on foot, 
who tusked him to let him hang on to 
his stirrups, to help him along. This h(> 
did, and they went some way in this 
maiuier, when his friend, thoroufhly fag- 
ged out, asked Smith Dorricn to allow 
him to get on his horse. When he had 
nmunted the horse straightaway bolted, 
leaving Smith-Dorrien behind to the 
tender mercy 6t th(> nojv fjast-approach- 
|n^",^nemy^ Nothing. daunted,'..h'e. sprliit- 
e3 -ahead, aid l£ 'was aoi: In yaiii that he 
had ,taken mniniy prizes. 1q .^!s younger 
days for running;' 'Hirkept "steadily ahead 
for a "couple of mileti with the Zidus— 
■who are among the swiftest and longest- 
winded rnnners in the world— unpleiis- 
nntly close upou his heck, until at last 
he spurted into camp and safety. He 
keeps to this day the pair of boots which 
he wore on that occasion. Tliey were 
new when he .started, liut when he cume 
back their soles were gone. Fiiigljsh vic- 
tories, it has hef'ii said, are won upon 
tho playiiig-tields at Eton, but it is a lit- 
tle uniiiue for a valuable life to be saved 
upon the cinderpath at Harrow, as in- 
dubitably was that of the gallant Sniith- 
Dorri^n.

New Instruments to Be Used 
Huge Cameras fqr 
Photographing. 



A Washington special correspondent of 
the St. iMuit) Globe-Democrut says: At 
Uncle Sam's Naval Observatory, beyond 
Geoigetown, I have just spent an iuter- 
it^ting day inspecting the elaborate ap- 
paratus with -wliieh the aslroiners of that 
institution will study the great solar 
eclipse of May 28. 

Entering the observatory grounds, my 
eye fell upon a tall structure of fresh, 
ycllo-w timber built in tbe form of one 
windmill tower within another of slightly 
greater dimensions. Slanting from the 
green lawn to a point ■vvhere it rested 
upon the outermost of thit<e. was a long, 
tapering framework of iron, with the 
same general form, but much narrower iu 
diameter. Ushered back of this same 
spot by I'rof. Skinner, of the observti- 
tory staff, I was told that the structure 
in ("luestion was the framework of a giant 
camera with which large photographs of 
the eclipse are lo be ,made in the held. 
Inside the tapering framework of iron 
was to be placed a gas pipe covered with 
c:iiivas and lined with two light-light lay- 
ers of black cloth. Tills being done and 
a powerful lens being placed within the 
small, sijuare opeuiug at tbe top, the 
■linislied product will be a much elongated 
camerii box. A plate-holder having been 
placed at Its lower end, this box wl,'" be 
clumped lo the outer of the two frame 
towers at such an angle as to point di- 
rectly toward the sun during the totality 
of the eclipse. The lens, at the uppi^r 
end, will be mounted upon ii pedestal 
supported by the inner tower. Thus any 
hhaking of the long camera bo.v as a re- 
sult of wind and other disturbnnee will 
not cause the lens to vibrate and spoil 
ihe picture. 

The lower end of the camera bo.x will 
rest upon the ground, on which will be a

This is an elon- j 
gated wiiiiden Imx, mounted at each end 
upon pivots which allow it to revolve np- 
on .111 axis exactly parallel with that of 
the earth. Hence the device rests at a 
considc.rable slant, one end upou the level 
of Ihe ground and the other upon a tri- 
pod. .\long tbe length of e-ich solar axis 
used in the lield w'ill b? clamped four 
photographic telescopes of form 1 to 8 
feet focal length, all pointing eastward 
exacily at the eclipsed sun. As the siui 
sb.'.vly mounts the heavens clockwork ro- 
lating the elonguieu box upon Its pivots 
will enable these teloscopets to follow it 
exacty. 

'Thus will be obtained nccurnte photo- 
graphs of the sun's corona as it appears 
around the black disc of the moon. Such 
liidiires will ■ iierhaiis contribute much 
needed facts to the now meager evidence 
conci rning the general shape and struc- 
ture of that curiously formed envelope. 
While It m known to be an appendage of 
ihe sun, the causes producing its delicate 
detail during total eclipses have never 
been detinitely determined. No one can 
venture a safe guess as to exactly how 
lU-.'i snow-white halo will aiipeiir on the 
various photographic plates. Soiuetiincs 
it has jn'iijedcd iu straight, spoke-like 
ray.s around Llic nioon's black face. At 
oln.'r liliKt, llicse rays have been curved, 
fealhe!,v. spiral or eniiied. In some casi^s 
they hav. eirini li .1 inio long streamers 
projecting froni lli(> top and bottom of thi^ 
black disc. Why liie.-c various forms are 
assumed is a vexed problem. As is well 
known, the corona can he seen only dtir- 
iiig total eclilises, when the inoon shades 
from ihe eyes the dazzling circle of the 
sun's body.

Other important work to be performed 
bv the weather bureau at tbe time of the 
eidipse will be a systematic observation 
of the elTects ot that pheiiomenuii upou 
the weather conditions of the country. 
Tlie net work of weather obse'.-vatories 
covering the entire South and Southwest 
will carefully ri-cord '.lie iulluence of tin.' 
great black shadow upou pressure, tcin- 
lieralure, wind velocity and humidity. It 

i. s generally believed that total ecli|ises 
lower the temperature and liuinidity, but 
raise tbe baroiuetric pressure in surround- 
ing regions of the earth's atmosphere. 

i'rof. Itigelow is of the opinion that 
during this year's eclipse conditions will 
be more fr.vorable than usual for "atcli- 
ing the rays of the corona distinctly in 
a photograph. In years of great sun- 
spot activity the corona photographs ap- 
pear blurred, and the haze on the.platfe 
prevents the curved streamers from be- 
ing readily distinguished. Sun spots 
reach their minimum every eleven years, 
and it is partltnilorly fortunate that this 
iieriod is occurring just about this time. 

Capt. U. H. Davis, United States navy, 
superintendent of the naval observatory, 
requested me to express his desire for 
amateurs who may visit the path, of to- 
tality to make photographs or naked-ey<! 
sketches of the phenomenon ami submit 
them to him. Such as are well made will 
be published in a voluminous illustrated 
report which the observatory will issue 
after the return of its expeditions. .\iiy 
kind of a camera will sullice to make a 
picture of the moon's black disc and its 
siirrouiiding corona. Some of the best 
photographs of the India ecliix^e of two 
years ago were made with small cameras. 
To those who wish to engage in siicb 
amateur pbotograiiliing and sketcbiag

""tHE^LOUP GAUOU in QUEBEC. 
• The loup-garoii exercised almost uni- 
versal sway throughout the province, as 
it did in many other countries. These 
mysterious personages are referred to by 
authors of ancient Home and Greece, and 
traces of them are to be f(miid in tli'i 
{(dk lore of all countries. 

In Onebec the luup-gnroii was believed 
to exic^t ui) to a very recent period. Here, 
the popular belief of a louji-garou wad 
Ilia' of a human being converted into an 
•luiinal dog. coiv. etc.. for having neg- 
Icclcl durioL' seven vears his Knster re- 
ligioiit^ duties. To be I'escued and de- 
livered, it was accessary that a wound 
should be iiillicted upon the brute so as 
to draw blood. These ummals would 
roam through the highways and byways 
1)V night and all sorts of terrms were 
connected with their actions. In some 
parishes, where Protestant eometeriet- ex- 
isted, popular imagination connected 
them with such places as their favorite 
T'oisorts- as well as the plotn of ground 
wserved in Catholic cemeteries tor tno 
burial of the reinaiiiK of iinbaptizcd chil- 
dren. The chassivgalerio, or Bl.ack 
Huntsman, existed in imagination iu Hol- 
land France, Gernuuiy and other coun- 
tries. TMiere was n well-known legend 
<-onnected with the parish of St. .loan des 
Chaillons, Que., where a large canoe 
laden with shantynicn was seen iu the 
air. This was probalily an elTcct ot 
mirage from a canoe in the lliver St. 
Lawrence. The eliasse galerie thrived 
for many years among the raftsmen and 
Hhantymen of the St. Maurice river re- 
gion. The Htorv was that (!od was part- 
ed with at the I'iles Chapel, and the devil 
having boon placed at the helm the 
shniitymen sailed through the air. They 
had to be completely devoid of all con- 
secrated ernbleins and to avoid carefully 
the cro.sH upon the churches and chapels 
to avert disaster. Endless stories were 
connected with the chusse galerie.

The Brother of the, North Pole 
Explorer Believes Him 
.... Safe, 



Explanation of the Full Sig 
niflcance of His Long 
Absence. 



There is every reason to bcliovo tlint 
my brother, S. A. AnUrec, is alive. AVe 
of the family hope and espeft to hear of 
his appearance in North America before 
the end of - the present suauner, I am 
well .aware that the scientific world has 
largely given him up as long since lost 
among the Arctic ice, but we have lull 
conlidunce in the safe return of his oX' 
pedltion,, and our faith is not unreason- 
able, as you ehall see. 

In the lirst pluce, let me say that the 
trip was made after ii most thorough 
Ktudj of all known observations of Arc- 
tic currents, such study c'overiug a period 
of several' years. These observations 
were supplemented by two years of ex 
perimeulnig with a trial balloon. Kvery 
thing that ingeuuity eould devise or that 
money could purchase which would add 
safety to the explorers was secured. All 
this talk of any acideut to the balloon Is 
nonsense. The trip, so far as the bid 
icon is concerned, was safe as on a rail 
way train. Practically the solo danger 
lay In crossing the ice on foot. There 
waa much danger in this, but none in 
the air current. 

As to. the balloon's course: If the bal 
loon eueountereil a regular current of 
nir at the pole blowing iu any southerly 
direction— and all wiuds there blow 
south— it would have been iiuicl--ly car- 
ried to some point on land where it would 
have almost surely been heard from with- 
in a few weeks. 

On the other hand, if the biillooa had 
encountered any zigzag currents and was 
thus forced to land, it would reipiirc two 
or three years for them to reach a point 
where they could communicate with civil- 
ization. As they had provisions for nine 
months, they had abundant supplies to 
reach the eightieth degree of latitude, no 
matter where they landed. At the eigh- 
tieth degree there is an abundance of 
game with which to support life, and the 
party had a plentiful support of guns and 
ammunition with which to kill it. 

We have positive proof that the balloon 
did strike irregular zigzag air currents 
within thirty hours after departure, and 
this, iu accordance with the original 
plans, must have forced the party to 
laud. This fact absolutely debarred any 
prospect of hearing from them for a long 
time. 

Now, where did this landing take place? 
Although the party was provided with 
collapsible boatd, etc., for such a contin- 
geuey, there is small probability of tho 
balloon landing iu the water, for two 
Teasous: The balloon was almost as man- 
ageable as a boat, aud they need not 
laud tor a.ilong .time unless they chose; 
second, the entire region where reason- 
able contingencies would make it neces- 
sary to land, if not laud, is frozen ice. 

'i.he start was made on July 11, 1S97, 
in the morning, during a steady northeast 
wind, blowing about tewnty-tive miles an 
hour. Had this wind been continuous 
thev woidd have been blown to soici: of 
the" expected points within a few days; 
hut it wasn't, as we shall see. 

The party carried u buoy to bo thrown 
overboard "as every degree of latitude 
was crossed. But one of these buoys bus 
ever been heard from. Buoy No. 2 was 
thrown overboard at 11 o'clock on the 
sami' morning as the start was made. 
This buoy was found on the coast of 
Iceland, where it had -drifted. 

't he party ako carried over thirty train- 
ed carrier pigeons, whose tails were 
stamped with the "ritamp" of the expi- 
dition, and which were to be sent adrift 
from time to time. But one of these 
jiigeons has ever been beard from. On 
.Inly luth, four days after the start, this 
pigeon was killed, having alighted in the 
rigging of the sealer Aiken, near Spitz- 
beigeii. Altacheil to his tail was an en- 
velope addressed "hVom Andree's Polar 
hixpedition to the 'Aftoubladet,' Stock- 
lioliii. Open the envelope on the side 
ami take out two messages. Telegraph 
the one in ordinary writing to the 'Af- 
toubladet' and send the one in shorthand 
by the first mall to the sninc newspaper." 

in the envelope was no shorthand mes- 
sage, but the following in ordinarj' writ- 
ting, which is a translation from the 
fewedish: 

July i:!. 12.:!iJ p.m. 

Latitude 8:2 degree 2 minuluts, lungti- 
tude 13 degree 5 minutes easi. (iuud pro- 
gress eastward, 10 degrees south. This 
is the third pigeon despatch. 

A.NDKEI3. 

This message was written and des- 
patched two days after the start. "Good 
progrests eastward" of the message cor- 
responds witli the other observatioiw of 
the friends at Kpitzbergen as to the gen- 
eral progress of the storms. 

Had the storm been a conliiuious norlh- 
casl one, as appeared at the start, the 
i'alliiou would have been miles be- 

yond the pole instead of at tlie point 
where the metisage was ^VTitten. So 
muuli for the pigeons. 

Then there was the polar buoy, a large 
one, which was to have been llirowu 
over when the northernmost expeeted 
(■xpected point was reached. This buoy 
was picked up on the north shore of King 
Karlsiaud. This buoy had a receptacle 
for a message with a secure screw fas- 
teiiiiig, but when found the screw wjis 
luisding, and there was no message. This 
has been generally been taken as evi- 
dence that the balloon was wrecked, but 
this is all bosh. Had the balloon been 
wrecked, t which is highly improbable, 
there would certainly have been, plenty 
of ,fjme! to have adjusted a message. I 
take it 'as pretty conclusive evidence that 
the' jjarty- had struck a' more or ' less 
steady eouth wind, had despaired of get- 
ting any further north, and in arrang- 
inir to .throw out tho buoy had accident- 
ally droppeil it overboard before they had 
got the message screwed in. Had the 
■balloon been wrecked the key would 
have been screwed in. 

If they had struck such a wind, which 
is coninion as to be probable, thej' would 
have certninly landijd well into »Siberia 
within a few days and been heard from 
at once, were it not for one fact. Such 
wiuds are usually met with a directly 
counter wind blowing back from tho 
shore in another stratum of atmosphere. 
.Such a wiud ivas likely encountered eome- 
where ■i\ithin the Arctic circle of the 
map. .Such a wind blowing to tin? north 
would almost certainly land them somo- 
wlieie within the circle near the polo, 
whicli indicates a territory several hun- 
dred miles in diameter. It was in this 
vicinity, in a'll probability, that they spent 
tlie winter of 1S!)7,

As "C" Battery of the Koyal Canadian 
Aartillery, forming part; of General Car- 
ringtoii's fiehl force ha.s been sent, so it 
is said, to the relict of JIafeking, via 
Beira, it may be of interest to read somo- 
tliiug of the country through which Car- 
riugton's force will march. 

Tho writer docs not pose as an author- 
ity. Most of his information has been 
acquired from olllcial books and ColonoJ 
Baden Powell's "Matabele Campaign, 
1S9G," a most excellent book and one 
that every person interested in tho pre- 
sent war should read. ' 

Beira, which is situate at the mouth 
of the Pungwe river is about 800 miles 
north of Durban. It is a long town, of 
about 1,500 inhabitants, the bouses built 
along the spit of sand for two miles, be- 
tween the sea and a Mnngrovo creek. It 



tablished one of the fortified road posts. 
This is nov/ the place of rendezvous for 
General Carriugton's forces, and it is 
here that the troops will leave the rail- 
way aud «tart out for Buluwayo. The 
distance to Buluwayo is 280 miles, so 
that it tile Uoops follow tliis highway the 
march will be long and arduous, but a 
branch line hiw been built northeasterly 
from Buluwayo to the Gwello coal mines. 
This is not shown on any of tho maps, 
but it is possible that Carrlngtou may 
utilize this line in hia advance, wluch 
may shorten bis march considerably. 
iS-ora Buluwayo a branch line extinids 
southouatcrly to G'wnndc, which is about 
50 miles from tlie northern frontier of 
tho Transvaal. 

The area of Mashona and Idutabele ia 
about 253,000- square miles (or us big as 
Ontario, Nova Scotia and Vancouver 
Island combined), with a population of 



an unhealthy looking, place, on low 
ground beside a stagnant, muddy stream. 

I-^rom this placi' a road runs south to 
Victoria aud another north to Salisbury. 
Our troops, however, if Buluwayo is 
their aim will proceed southwesterly, 
paseing through Kukeldooni — a collec- 
tion of huts, 40 miles from Charter- 
throngh green bush country and open 
grass vlelB uninhabited, except by game. 
Then to Gwello (70 miles, from Enkel- 
doorn, -where half a' !dbzeri small houses 
dotted about on a bare open flat with a 
fioa-like horizon of veldt form a town, 
flat, stale and unprofitable. Then on 
through the Matopo district, where the 
country becomes broken again, a jumble 
of granite boulder mountains and bush- 
growni gorges, to Bulu^vayo, 115 milefi 
from Gwello— a red earth fit, 4,400 feet 
above sea level, laid out by ditches, in 
blocks and streets, over two miles long 
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is the seaboard terminus of the railway 
which runs through I'ortuguese Africa in- 
to Mashonahind, and has a good wharf, 
storehouses and a tile roofed hospital. 
Thermometer (in December) reaches 115 
degrees in the shade. 

The railway follows up tho I'ungwe 
river^a fever-stricken stretch of track 
and then small hill, wltli bush on all 
sides — then as the boundary is approach- 
ed, at Massi Kessi, thickly wooded bills 
with dark deep valleys' between tliem are 
the characteristics of the country. The 
distance between Beira aud Salisbury 
(the interior termiims) is about 21).') miles. 
The boundary liue is about ].jO miles 
from Beira. The first station of import- 
ance, in British territory, is Unitali, a 
small town in a green basin among the 
ii.i-untaiiis- a pretty but dull place— free 
from fever. From here on a broken, 
mountainous and bushy country, aud 
granite kopjes in profusion. At Maren- 
dellus (51 mites from Salisbury) is es- 



about 400,000. As to the climate, tho 
rainy season cxttcnds from November to 
February, when the rain fall averages 
about 40 inches. Then the rivers rise, 
the ground becomes a bog, and the mules 
cannot work, if their coats are wet. na the 
harness rubs them raw. But during the 
other eight months the climate is perfect 
—bright blazing sun always; breeze all 
day; thormoinoter 70 above in the, .shade, 
at mid-day; cool nights; door and win- 
dows (this description was written in 
August) always or.i'ii. In town the dust 
is the only drawback at all. 

Now as to the road from Marandellas 
to Buliiwiiyo: As the road is built on tlie 
height of land di^•idlng the waters which 
(low north into tho Zambesi from those 
ruuning into the Ijimpopo there are no 
tivi-r to be cro.ssed. Leaving Maraiidel- 
lar tho road ruiiis through bush-grown 
veldt with heavy sandy track, which 
means hard pulling. After lifty miles 
have been travelled Charter is reached. 



and half a mile wide. Tlio centre jior- 
tion of the town is well filled with build- 
ings, all single storyed, some brick, nome 
tin, some "paper," i.e., wire-wove, ready- 
made in ISugland and scut out iu pieces, 
and all with verandahs. Most of the 
lioufies are built with a view to ultimate 
extension, e.g., one consisted of evidently 
tho scullery, back-kitchen and ofllces, the 
front to bo added later, when bettor 
times come round. 

From Buluwayo to Mafnking, uomc 495 
miles, is the railway along which Col. 
I'luiuer's forces have recently made their 
w:iy. 

Curiously enough in 1S0(! it was Col. 
Badeu-I'owell who went from Mafeking 
with General Carriiigton to assist Col. 
Plunier iu Khodesia, and in the JIatabele 
eampaigu thi're figured Col. Aldersou, 
Col. ICekewieli (he of Kimberley fame) 
and Burnhaiii, the Aiuericau scout, and 
many others whose names are well 
known to us. 



ill this vieinty he would have started to- 
ward the magnetic pole or Hudson'^ Bay 
in tho spring of ISOS. Then, had he 
travelled with tho siime speed as Xaiiseii, 
it would have taken him all of the suiii- 
iiier to reach the line of tho uppcrinost 
circle shown in a geograjdiy map, where 
he would have spent the next winter, 
ISOS. Then he would have another sea- 
sou's travelling to have reached IJaiik's 
Strait, in which vicinity he wopid be 
now, spending the third winter, ISOO. 
Granting this, he would still have a good 
poriio iiof another season's travelling 
before reaching a i>oiiit in British Ameri- 
ca where lie could cuiiiniunicate. It is 
therefore very probable that he will mit 
be heard from till well into next sum- 
mer. 

But should he not have been able to 
make as good progress as Nausen, or 
should he have gone to the imignetic pole, 
he would have been delayed for some 
months beyond this expectation, or until 
lale in the autumn of lOOO. 

Willi the information -which we have 
at liiiiid, including our knowledge of the 
eccentricties of these Arctic currents, 
this is the only way in which I cau ac- 
count for my brother's long absence. I 
do not exjiect to hear from him until 
lale this summer, but if the seasini should 
close without any tidings from the party 
I lliink the cliances isre slim of ever hear- 
ing Iroiii uiy nrotlier again.
